the same time, so. very large as nbt to 
appear to be so tall, biit her form was 
withoCit a fault if her size were no' 
fault : one of her most singular pro-^ 
perties, very singular in a womian, and 
may. be. thought by some to be no 
beauty, was her prodigious strength ; 
if the word incredible be put instead 
of prodigious, some, perhaps, will be 
better contented, and indeed we had 
been as glad to have [)assed the men* 
tion of it, and staked no credit on it,

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had not some passaTges in our history 
made such njptition necessary : and if the

* terest or advantage can come from till- 
ing untruths. In regard to her beauty, 
we will not say that no woman wa& ever 
id handsome, we think we may. safely 
say however none were ever more so : 
her complexion was the finest of bru- 
nettes, her hair and eyes were ais black 
as jet, her nose Grecian, lips full, and 
moiith beautifully formed, teeth very 
neatly set and very white, her eyes far 
apart, very bright and sparkling at 
times, at others suffused with a tender 
moisture which quenched their fires; 
when she was seriouis there was a severe 
majesty in her countenance whidh oc- 
casioned a little too much awe, but; 
when she smiled there was so much 
sweetness in it as no pencil, much less, 
perhaps, any pen can give an adequate 
idea of. At the iige^of fifteen she 
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was taken from school, and ha4 gone 
annually to tawn with Mrs. Decastro

no credit : give & wotntin money and 
. beauty, .a»d Jejt her either do or My a 
fooliiib thing if she canu This was a 
strtoge whim of Genevievje's/ to fall 
out with those very things that never 
fail to bring ev^ry perfection of human 
nature along with tliem : but she had 
set her heart upon pleasing a philoso- 
phet ; whbt odd things women take in 
their heads ! she had set her heart up- 
^on pleasing a philosopher, and that was 
the reason why she ran mad. i^ut it 
was not altogether Genevieve's fault, 
for Old Crab had lent a helping hand 
tp turA the womaii's brains by putting 
a parcel of queer notions into her head 
that seldom or ever came into a wo- 
man's head before: she was certainly 
a woman of great accomplishment and 
elegance, and how could she be other- 
wise, bred at. one of the best schools in 
town, and introduced by her aunt, 
Mrs, Decaatro/ into the first and best 
c 6 societies ? 
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societies? what tlie devil had Old

None are intimate friends, 
some say, that are not of like prin- 
ciples, we shall take our advantage, 
however, of an exception to say, that 
it is just possible for some folks to be 
in the wrong ; but they will shoot out 
their lips at us even then and tell us 
that there is no exception without an 
exception : what a slippery thing the 
tongue is ! — No pains or expense- had 
been spared in the education of the 
accomplished Lady Charlotte Orby-— 
she was so polished that she had nor 
one rough thing about her — no— no^ 
thing that the file or the chissel had 
not touched*— she was a diamond of the 
first water: such a combination, siich 
an harmony of graces rarely met in 
one woman : the gold lay thick upon 
her gingetbread: the best of every 
thing hald been f)ieked out for her, 

and 
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and the question was liot vhat an 
elegance cosl bat where' it mi^fat be 
had? The best masters of every art 
wete called, and when thisy saw the 
he^xity and excellence o£ the materials 
-they went to work with great readt- 
ness^ as they soon found they were 
like enough to get credit fortheir pains. 
Xiady Charlotte had a very fine per^ 
Bon^ a siiperior intellect; and a beau- 
tiful face : but as the education of 
women takes little care of any thing 
but the outside, that of Lady Char- 
lotte, it is true, was madd to shine, 
it had every ornament that could be 
<}rowded upon it ; but the inside .of* 
this charming woman was left to shift 
for itself: she was a shrewd bossy 
: and knew very well what she wanted 
when all her masters were discharged^ 
and never paid a bill without putting 
it into the hands of her friend Gene- 
vieve to see if it were cast up riglrtly. 
She was extremely cunning, cool when 
others were warm, though herself of 

a warm 
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1^ warm eonstitutioni could conceal 
ber i^^n^ion^ b; making no seeret 
t>£ them Miijch brought them into 
doubt:- none knew where to lie in 
wait foY.her, she would fall into any 
toils to chuse^ for it was always her 
aim to pass* herself off for a fool : She 
used to.s>y tliat every body did not 
know all ^ the advantages of being a 
foot; and indeed the sense she had of 
her deficiencies was no mean part in ber^ 
some she su{;^plied by her own industry 
and concealed others by telling what 
none w^uld . believe from her man- 
ner of telling, by which she put a 
good oount^ance upon asking for 
instruction ; yes, a good face upon 
asking for instruction. When her 
education was finished, which cost 
her father upwards of two thousand 
pounds, she Could not count her own 
fingers twice together without making

long' as I live:'' Geaeviev6 ^igre^d^ 
and Lady Charlotte sooil was imde 
mislress of as. much aFithrmetic as she 
was ever like to want, and when onc^ 
iihe got hold of it slie neVec lost it, fof 
she was so fond of it that she: was* 
always a^-samming. Her educatioiO' 
cost upwards of two thousand pouads 
it is true, but she knew notWng ahout 
threading a needle, and the sly bfig* 
gage picked out of Julia all she wanted 
in this way, and c(>uld a>ake a gown^ 
a cap or a petticoat,^ - ai)d scandal; hais 
i&ot stuck to say that h^r ladyship

up, 
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up a gobd deal of religion oiit of her 
uncle Old Crab, biit she kept it a 
secret for fear of getting laughed at 
by some of her acquaintance.
